Mr. R. S. McCordick Feted on 
Fortieth Anniversary with the Company 


Tuesday, December 16, marked another

Every year months and months of work 
on the part of artists, seamstresses, painters 
and carpenters and so on, is climaxed about 
six weeks before Christmas with the ap¬ 
pearance of the Santa Claus parade. 

The Long Day Starts 

Six-thirty in the morning was the be¬ 
ginning of the long day for the 600 per¬ 
sonnel and the many helpers who devised, 
organized and took part in the procession. 
Make-up and costuming were started at 
this early hour, and out of the milling 
throng in McGregor Armoury emerged 
fairies, eskimos, clowns, red Indians, set¬ 
tlers, engineers and so on, each in his 
appropriate costume and make-up. 

About eight o’clock the drivers from 
the garage revived the engines in the vari¬ 
ous floats, the calliope was started and it 
really looked as if things were getting 
under way. A loud speaker system was set 
up and the parade marshal called his 
instructions. All this while Eatonians had 
been drifting in by car, street car and on 
foot to swell the numbers that filled the 
armoury. 

Finally at 8:45 the various floats rolled 
out of the grounds, each in its right place 
with its full accompaniment of driver, 
teen-agers and clowns. The seeming bed¬ 
lam had turned into an orderly procession 
that neither tripped nor faltered the full 
length of the route. 

Children and Still More Children 

Following Santa’s mellow "Ho-ho!” the 
whole length of the parade route from Mc¬ 
Gregor Armoury, over Salter Street bridge, 
along in front of the General Hospital, 
down Sherbrook, along Broadway, up Har¬ 
grave to the climax at the Graham Avenue 
Toyland door, were hordes and hordes of 
children. But they were thickest of all 
along Graham Avenue where they waited 
to watch Santa make his descent down the 
chimney, classic fashion. 


Beautiful weather aided the picture. 
The bright sun picked out the shiny tinsel 
on each float and set it dancing and lighted 
up the faces of thousands and thousands of 
little tots who lined the streets, held high 
in daddy’s arms, staring with tear-rimmed 
eyes or waving in wild excitement. 

The prettiest float of the 12 big ones 
was probably Snow White and Rose Red, 
a silvery beauty with two huge roses in its 
centre. Before the parade started, a ladder 
was hoisted up the back and two pretty 
girls were lifted from it down into the 
centre of the roses.
